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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR 


Harry E. Sal yards 

Having recently purchased a bound volume of THE COIN COLLEC- 
TOR'' S JOURNAL for 1879, I turned to the November issue, 
which reprints the report of Secretary of the Treasury Alex- 
ander Hamilton, as it appeared in DUNLAP'' S AMERICAN DAILY 
ADVERTISER of February 7, 1791, concerning the establishment 
of the mint. Doughty, in his CENTS OF THE UNITED STATES 
(1890) quotes portions of this; but as I read the whole 
piece, I found myself as intrigued by what Doughty had left 
out as by what he included. 

"The largest copper piece will nearly answer to the 
half penny sterling, and the smallest, of course, to the 
farthing. Pieces of very small value are a great accomoda- 
tion and the means of a beneficial economy to the poor, by 
enabling them to purchase in small portions, and at more 
reasonable rate, the necessaries of which they stand in 
need. . .The ''disme' or tenth, the ''cent'' or hundredth, the 
''ml lie'' or thousandth are proper because they express the 
proportions which they are Intended to designate. It is 
only to be regretted that the meaning of these terms will 
not be familiar to those who are not acquainted with the 
language from which they are borrowed. .. ISt i 1 1 ] the word 
''cent,'' being in use in various transactions and instru- 
ments will, without much difficulty, be understood..." 

— So, a close correlation to the familiar English 
copper money was intentional, not coincidental. But we also 
learn that, in contrast to the use of ''pounds'’ and ''shil- 
lings'' in the financial terminology of the United States 
well into the nineteenth century, a decent understanding of 
''cent'' already existed in 1791. Not surprisingly then, the 
1793 cents were halfpenny sized, with a "1/100" reminder! 

Continuing with the article, "It is conceived that the 
weight of the cent may be eleven pennyweights, which will 
about correspond to the value of the copper and the expense 
of coinage. This will be to conform to the rule of intrin- 
sic value, as far as regard to the convenient size of the 
coins will permit; and the deduction of the expense of 
coinage in this case will be the more proper, as the copper 
coins, which have been current hitherto, have passed till 
lately for much more than their intrinsic value. Taking the 
weight, as has been suggested, the size of the cent may be 
nearly THAT OF THE PIECE HEREWITH TRANSMITTED (emphasis 
added), which weighs ten dwt . eleven grs. ten m." 

— WHAT PIECE herewith transmitted? The Birch patterns 
are all dated 1792... the 1791 Washington pieces are really 
part of the English Conder token series, and neither they 
nor the Fugio cents, nor the state coppers of the late 1780s 
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remotely approach an eleven pennyweight standard. And of 
course, before the Philadelphia mint ever began coining 
operations, this weight standard was reduced. Yet the 
writer of the ADVERTISER article must have had SOMETHING in 
hand which weighed close to eleven pennyweights... 

Having apparently endorsed full intrinsic value coins, 
the author goes on to express some reservations: "With 
regard to the proposed size of the cent it is to be 
confessed that it is rather greater than might be wished, if 
it could with propriety and safey be made less; and should 
the value of copper continue to decline, as it has done for 
some time past, it is very questionable whether it will long 
remain a fit metal for money. This has led to a considera- 
tion of the expediency of uniting a small proportion of sil- 
ver with the copper, in order to be able to lessen the bulk 
of the inferior coins..." 

— This kind of discussion of a "fit metal for money" 
sounds more like the Gold Democrats of 1896, talking about 
silver, than anything I'd expect from a writer in 1791, dis- 
cussing copper! And in fact, the opposite problem soon 
arose: that proposed eleven pennyweight standard reflected 
the BOTTOM of the market price for copper; as soon as the 
price started back up, an eleven pennyweight cent became 
impract ical 1 y heavy, worth more as metal than at face value. 
And so the weight was reduced — and reduced again, near the 
end of 1795, to ease the loss at coinage so close to full 
intrinsic value. Still, Hamilton — if we assume he was the 
sole author of the newspaper account — was well versed in the 
economics of coinage. However, from a purely aesthetic 
standpoint, he made a clear distinction between coinage in 
the precious metals, and coinage in copper: 

"The devices of the coins are far from being matters 
of indifference, as they may be made vehicles of useful 
impressions. They ought therefore to be emblematical, but 
without losing sight of simplicity. The fewer sharp points 
and angles there are the less will be the loss by wearing... 
[However] the COPPER coins may be formed merely with a view 
to good appearance, as any difference in the wearing that 
can result from difference of form can be of little conse- 
quence in reference to that metal." 

Copper collectors of 1995 would hardly agree! 
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A BEGINNER'S GUIDE TO LARGE CENT LITERATURE — 1995 EDITION

In 1988, I wrote an article for Pennv- 
Wise . the journal of the early American 
Coppers Club, entitled "A Beginners 
Guide to Large Cent Literature." In it, I 
proposed a basic library for a new large 
cent collector. The total cost of that 
library was less than the price of an XF 
1802 large cent, or about $450. 

Seven years later, new books, auction 
catalogs and publications abound. Remy 
suggested that I update my article for the 
neophyte collector of 1995. I'm happy 
to do so, but must unfortunately report 
that the information explosion has its 
price. The XF 1802 cent that would 
have bought 1988's library isn't quite 
nice enough in 1 995: the coin must now 
be just about AU. No matter; your core 
library will still be the smartest copper 
purchase you ever make. 

So here you are, a new collector of US 
large cents. The words of the late Aaron 
Feldman are ringing in your ears: "Buy 
the book before the coin." You agree 
wholeheartedly, but there's one small 
problem: you don't know what "the 

book" is. That's the purpose of this 
article: to suggest a basic library for the 
beginning large cent collector. The 
books, auction catalogues, and other 
publications described below are all 
readily obtainable, as quality reprints if 
not originals. The entire library should 
cost somewhat less than a common AU 
1802 cent; its value will be 
immeasurable. 

1 . A guide book of United States Coins -- 
the "Red Book". Still the basic reference 
for all United States Coins, giving basic 


data on composition, mintage, major 
varieties, and prices. 

2. Official A.N.A. Grading Guide For 
United States Coins . Not the last word 
on grading large cents, but definitely the 
first. 

After due consideration I've decided not 
to include Walter Breen's Complete 
Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins 
in this list. This all-encompassing work 
should be owned by every numismatist. 
However, it's an expensive book, only 38 
out of 754 pages are devoted to large 
cents, and much of the information is 
either highly technical or may be found in 
other large cent references. 

3. The basic die variety texts: 

A. 1793-1814: Two books, the classic 
and the newcomer. Once Breen's 
magnum opus is published it'll be three. 

1) Penny Whimsy , by Sheldon. Really 
one of the classic numismatic books of 
all time, on any topic. The rarity, 
condition census, and basal value data 
are largely outdated, of course, but we'll 
get to that later. Knowing just how rare 
each variety is does you no good at all if 
you can't tell 'em apart. 

2) United States Large Cents 1793- 
1814. by Noyes. A wonderful attribution 
guide for the beginner with enlarged 
photographs and highlighted distinctive 
features of each die. The CC information 
is controversial, but it's certainly more 
accurate and up-to-date than Sheldon's. 

B. 1816-1839: Three books, an oldie 
and two new ones. 
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1 ) United States Copper Cents, 1816- 
1 857. by Newcomb. The standard 
reference. For over 40 years, a 
handwritten (!) labor of love. Though 
Noyes and Wright are easier to read and 
use, there's still more than enough in 
Newcomb to make it a must-have. 

2) United States Large Cents 1816- 
1 839, by Noyes. A twin to his book on 
early dates, and even more of an 
improvement over it's predecessor as an 
attribution guide. 

3) The Cent Book , by Wright. The 
masterwork by the best known name in 
middle-dates. History, attribution, die 
states, some CC and pricing data. 
Excellent photographs. Although Noyes 
and Wright books do overlap, each has 
its strengths, and you should have them 
both. 

C. 1840-1857: Attribution Guide for 

United States Large Cents 1840-1857. 
by Grellman and Reiver. This book is to 
Newcomb what a Mercedes is to a Model 
T. I'm a confirmed early-date nut, and 
even I enjoy using G-R. It brings late- 
date attribution and study within the 
grasp of even the beginner. 

4. Auction catalogues. Neophyte 
collectors (and experienced ones, too) 
often overlook auction catalogues as a 
source of numismatic information. A 
well-researched catalogue is much more 
than a sale record. In the last 25 years, 
there have been a number of major 
auctions of large cents that belong in 
every collector's library. These 
catalogues serve as more than updates 
of the standard reference works. They 
are also illustrative grading manuals, 
pedigree sources, price guides, and just 
plain fun reading. 

A. The Naftzger sale. New Netherlands, 
11/73. Catalogued by Jon Hanson. The 
blockbuster sale of Ted Naftzger's spares 
(a truly mind-boggling thought) after he 


bought Sheldon's collection in 1972. In 
many ways, the dawn of a new era. 

B. The first Ruby sale, Superior, 2/74. 
Catalogued by Walter Breen and Denis 
Loring. Virtually a complete set of early 
cents, with plenty of rare die states, 
scarce duplicates (count the '99'sl), and 
other goodies. This was the first major 
sale to use "EAC grading." I'm told that 
of the coins won by mail bidders, not a 
single one was returned as overgraded. 

C. The first Floyd T. Starr Sale, Stack's 
6/84. Catalogued by C. Douglas Smith. 
In the 1940's, Starr bought Hines's late 
dates intact, Newcomb's late dates 
intact, and went on from there. The sale 
also featured some choice early dates, 
including a complete set of 1793 cents 
with two Strawberries! 

D. The Van Cleave sale, Kagin, 1/86. 
Catalogued by Del Bland. Every Sheldon 
number except S-79 and S-80, and 
numerous NC's, all in "collectible" 
grades. The sale also included extensive 
and important groups of early and late 
dates from other collections. EAC 
grading. 

E. The Robbie Brown sale, Superior, 
9/86. Catalogued by Jack Collins. In my 
opinion (for those who don't know, me, 

I always have an opinion), the finest 
numismatic auction catalogue ever 
produced, on anything, by anyone, 
period. Every Sheldon number (the first 
time ever), plus more NC's than you've 
ever seen. Every Newcomb number from 
1840-1857 listed in Newcomb, plus 
many unlisted varieties. Every coin 
meticulously described by EAC 
standards, including die state. Every coin 
plated, obverse and reverse. Enough 
raving-go buy a copy and savor the 
pinnacle of the cataloguers's art. 

F. The Halpern sale. Stack's, 3/88. 
Catalogued by Carl Carlson. Some 
people buy coins; Hy Halpern bought 
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collections. Bland 1794's, Norman Stack 
1794's, Doug Smith 1816's and 17's, 
Loring date set, huge groups from Starr, 
Wyatt, and Brown, plus other groups and 
key singles acquired over nearly forty 
years of collecting. All came together in 
a sale billed as "magnificent." So it was. 

G. The Robinson sale, Superior, 1/89. 
Catalogued by Del Bland. The second of 
the great Superior catalogs. Complete 
early dates, complete non-proof middle 
dates, hundreds of late dates, detailed 
die state information with enlarged 
photographs. Del's descriptions, EAC 
grading. Simply put, everything a 
catalog should be. 

After Robinson, Superior held a number 
of other well-catalogued sales of 
significant large cent collections: 
Matthews, Chalkley, Mendelson, Kuntz, 
Nicholas, Cohen, Morley. All of these 
are well worth owning. Brown and

Robinson, though, are in a class by 
themselves. 

5. Copper Quotes bv Robinson . The 
definitive price guide for large cents (half 
cents too). It also offers up-to-the- 
minute information on rarity and 
condition census, plus timely insights on 
the large cent world. If the Gray Sheet 
could see CQR, it would become the 
Green Sheet-green with envy. 

6. Penny-Wise . I won't even try to 
overview the riches contained in P-W . 
Just trust me on this; borrow the 
complete set from the EAC library, copy 
it, and start from the beginning, a little 
each day. A rich and rewarding journey 
awaits you. 

So: eight books, seven catalogues, CQR . 
and Penny-Wise . Read, study, enjoy, 
and don't be surprised if you feel change 
along the way. That's you, a collector, 
becoming a numismatist.

NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART 24: MARIS 74BB 

John Griffee 


Although 74bb is well known as one of the 'Running Fox' varieties, there are several 
other unusual die variations that make this a very interesting coin. 

The base of the handles is very narrow, tapering inward and upward, and narrower to 
a point almost to the rim. The beam is also extremely narrow, long and straight, lifting about 
5-7 degrees from the horizontal. There is no other plow similar to this in the entire series. 

This is one of only two coins that has both a six-pointed star and a quatrefoil on the 
obverse. 

The Taylor coin was plated in the B & M Saccone sale, November, 1989, and the 
cataloger stated, "Although faint, the coulter may be seen." I cannot see iti Let's go back 
to basics-Dr. Edward Maris, in his book, A Historic Sketch of the Coins of New Jersey, said 
of the 74bb obverse, "Has neither coulter nor single-tree, . . . The die was broken across the 
head and beam." At first reading this seems to be a contradiction but it is not. The problem 
here is that Dr. Maris had not seen the Parmelee, Hall, Brand, Ryder, Boyd, Frontenac, Anton 
coin which clearly shows a single tree and a faint line that could be a coulter. 
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The Maris coin was plated in the Garrett sale, October, 1 980, and the description says, 
"With a diagonal scratch across the obverse ..." The cataloger was wrong, of course. The 
Dr. Maris quote above states the die was broken. All, at least all I have seen, and all auction 
catalog-plated coins viewed since October, 1980, show the diagonal line, proving the die, 
NOT the Maris coin, was scratched or broken. 

The cataloger cannot be faulted--my records show only one different auction catalog- 
plated coin prior to 1 980— Stack's, Kissner, 6/75. In Stack's plate, although clearly showing 
the single tree, the diagonal die break is so very light; only below the plow beam could it have 
been mistaken for the remnants of a coulter. Is there a coulter? I am not entirely convinced- 
another numismatic puzzle. 

To complete the obverse, both ears lean to the right and point to the 'S'. 

There are four quatrefoils on each of the bb, cc and dd reverses but the sequence, only 
for the bb, reading clockwise starting at 8:00, is as follows: fox, quatrefoil, "E", quatrefoil, 
"PLURIBUS", quatrefoil, "UNUM", quatrefoil. 

All 'Running Fox' reverses have the same design of 'Springs of Leaves' under the shield 
but only on the bb does the tip of the shield touch the stem. 

Listed below are all the 74bb's in auction catalogs I own where I do not know the 
present owner or location of the coins. If you own one of these coins, or know of someone 
who does, please let me know. 

A 'P' means the coin was plated. 'L' is short for "Lot" and 'FPL' is "Fixed Price List".

It was 
announced that the C4 would have their first convention in October 
in New Jersey. Finally no cherries were reported at this show.

CROSSOVER NUMISMATICS 

Douglas Durasoff 


One of the many benefits of my interest in early American copper coinage, and of my 
membership in EAC, has been the development of what I like to call "crossover numismatics." 
That is, by really getting to know early American coppers, I can now enter other, entirely 
different, areas of numismatics with an "edge": I can start out as a "near-expert collector." 
Why? Because, thanks to EAC, I already know a quite extensive array of key factors for any 
branch of numismatics; minting procedures and variations, metallic content and planchet 
variations, non-damaging preservation techniques (and what "bad copper" looks like!), trial 
pieces, errors of all sorts, and so on and so on. It's amazing to me when I casually examine 
some other area of copper coinage at a show and find (fairly often) dealers and collectors who 
don't know much of the above, especially about copper pieces. It's clear that they've never 
developed "green blood"! To be fair, there are certainly some "copper nuts" out there who 
don't focus on early U.S., and we can learn from and share knowledge with them (although 
I know of no other concentration of addicts as large and well-studied as EAC.) 

This idea, that by our interest and study in early American copper we "qualify" for 
other numismatic specialties, leads to my suggestion that more of us "cross over" to other 
areas of copper collection and study (or, since many of us probably do so already, that we 
occasionally share these interests.) One of the main examples of this is the field of late 
eighteenth-century British tokens ("Conder tokens"), an area I heartily suggest as a 
"crossover" for any EAC member - after all, where else can you get pristine uncirculated and 
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proof copper from the 1790s for, in many cases, under $100?! ~ These coins have greatly 
helped my own appreciation and understanding of mint state and proof surfaces, their storage 
and preservation. (If necessary, I can "practice" on a $40 Middlesex token instead of a 
$4000 early cent . . .) The sheer pleasure of owning and studying 200-year old mint red 
copper which I can afford is one benefit of this "crossover" that early American coinage can't 
usually provide me. 

My other major "crossover" is eighteenth century Russian copper coinage. It was in 
this area that I just had my finest, most treasured numismatic hours. (Yes, even more than 
with EAC, so far at least . . .) It was at the great Hermitage Museum in St. Petersburg, 
Russia, where my interest in copper preservation and my knowledge of numismatics (no doubt 
also helped by my status as "Professor", even if that's international relations and not 
numismatics) got me access to some amazing people, sites, and coins that are not generally 
available, or, in some cases, even known about. ( That story I'll tell next time.) For now, for 
those of you who haven't already done so, try "crossing over" to some area of world copper - 
- it's a very rewarding extension of our own great hobby.

In Dunlap's American Daily Advertiser of September 1st, 1792, we 
find the Mint Director’s advertisement, which runs thus: — 

THE HIGHEST PEICE 

Will be Given for 
OLD COPPEE, 

At the Mint, 

North Seventh street, No. 29. September 1, eot. 

It is quite probable that this call for copper did not meet with the de- 
sired success owing to the lack of crude metal in the country at that period ; 
(the first copper purchased was on September 11th, 1792 — six pounds) conse- 
quently the price advanced so that the standard weight of the cent was re- 
duced to eight and two-thirds dwt. the half cent in proportion on the 14th of 
January, 1793, (the coins often vary from eight and one-third to nine dwt). ; 
even this reduction did not make a profitable enterprise of coining copper, 
as is shown by the proclamation of President Washington, on January 26th, 
1796, by which the legal weight of the cent was further reduced to seven dwt., 
a decrease of four dwb. from its original weight. No further change was 
made in weight until the copper cents were superceded in 1857 by the nickle 
cents. 

The first record of the amount of cents coined was when the Chief Coiner 
delivered to the Treasurer, on March 1st, 1793, 11,178 cents. 

To strike off so many cents necessary to supply the country, many dies 
were used (and the present method of duplicating not then being known) on 
account of breakage or an improved design, so that we now have quite a 
number of types and varieties of each, which we now proceed to describe as 
carefully as possible from the material in hand. 

1793 CENTS. 

Three principal types of cents, usually known as “ Chain” 
“ 'Wreath” and '‘^Liberty Gap!' The obvei’ses we number “1” “2” etc.; 
the reverses are designated by “A” “B” etc. The relative degrees, of 
rarity are marked Pi , E 2 etc., R® being the highest degree of rarity.

What a terrific Penny-Wise issue!!! it gets better and better. 

1 ) . The 1 797 C3b Half Cent overstruck on a spoiled 1 796 NC7 Large Cent has certainly 

brought out the scholarship. When I first saw the coin in Baltimore, I too said it looked 
like "Large Cent last". But based on the articles, especially the ones of Bill Weber and 
Chris Pilliod, I am convinced it is a Half Cent on a spoiled Large Cent. It proves that 
"seeing is NOT believing". 

2) . The article by Mike Packard about EAC '95 is a gem. I spent quite a bit of time with 

him at EAC '95 and never saw him taking notes. He must have a terrific memory to 
come up with such a detailed article. Unfortunately, in my copy of this article, the 
page numbers are out of order. They should be as follows: pages 1 65 through 1 68 
are correct, page 171 should be 1 69, 1 69 should be 1 70, 1 70 should be 1 71 and 1 72 
is correct. The article contains a gold mine of information. 

3) . The article by Ron Manley is well though out and makes a lot of (Half-Cents) sense. 

He must have spent much time on research. He and I discussed his upcoming article 
at EAC '95. He is to be commended. My 1794 C4a has no clash marks so it is an 
early strike. Walter Breen, in his Half Cent book, said "No perfect (unclashed) obverse 
yet seen, but it probably exists". When Roger Cohen saw the coin he also said he had 
never seen one with no clash marks. This coin has the normal "E" in HUNDRED. So 
it fits in with the theory. Does that mean we now have a new sub-variety? Maybe 
C4a1 and C4a2? Guess I better look for a late die state of C4a to add a new variety. 
Does anyone else agree? How about it Mike Packard, Bill Weber or Ron Manley? 

For me, I added one new variety to my Half Cent set (1794 Cl a) — that makes 85 and 
upgraded five others: 1 795 Cl , 1 804 Cl 2, 1 833 Cl , 1 835 Cl and 1 835 C2.

Bill Eckberg writes. 

Thanks for publishing my note on the now famous 1 ViC piece. 

Upon rereading my paper and in the light of your comments to Mark Borckardt on p. 1 55, 1 
want to make very clear that I did not intend my comments to imply that his research was 
intended to be self-serving. If I did, I apologize. I sent him a copy of my article when I sent 
it to you and received a very congenial reply to which he appended a copy of most of Chris 
Pilliod's article and stated that he now agreed with Chris's and my views of the coin. Indeed, 
there would be no reason in the first place for his conclusions to be self-serving. Whether it 
was overstruck by or struck over the half cent, as I noted in my article, the large cent variety 
is exceedingly rare, whereas the half cent variety is only somewhat scarce. The "market" 
really shouldn't care about the order of striking. 

Chris Pilliod makes the important and convincing point (very forcibly) that it would have 
required a lot of man-hours to make only a partial coin if the half cent came first. In this 
context, it is important to remember that there are several other such chicken-and-egg 
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coins. Did the mint really have time, when Congress was trying to abolish it as unprofitable, 
to make several of these pieces de caprice? It might be useful if the owners of some of the 
other chicken and egg 1 ’/ 2 O pieces make them available for a similar analysis. However, I 
think it likely that the same story will hold true for each of them.

John Wright writes. 

One item that has received little if any attention in the "chicken vs. egg" controversy is the 
relationship of the half-cent edge-lettering versus the large-cent striking. The edge-lettering 
rolling operation left the non-design area of the field of the LC striking above the bust-tip 
raised, and thus came after the LC striking. There is no "pan-handle" extension from the 
deeper LC impression, implying the flan was cut to HC size after the off-center (LC) strike. 
The edge-lettering shows little or no slippage at the junctures of the LC-HC strikings. The one 
absolutely provable sequence-item is that the HC edge-lettering was applied to a round HC- 
size planchet after the LC striking. Does it make sense that a plain-edge normally-struck HC 
was overstruck off-center with LC dies, the coin repunched in the blank-cutter to leave it 
again round, and then edge-rolled with HC edge-lettering?

Ed Price writes, 

I enjoyed Dave Bowers' contribution in the May issue of Penny-Wise , including the excerpt 
from The Current Gold and Silver Coins of All Nations . My area of collecting interest is pre- 
1 808 half dimes, dimes, and quarter eagles. (Actually, I view the quarter eagles as off-metal 
dimes, since most of them were struck using reverse dies which were also used for dimes.) 
I do not own any copper coins, but I find that my EAC membership is worthwhile because 
Penny-Wise articles sometimes provide insight into the early minting process and environment.

Red Henry writes. 

The 1801 - 07 Survivorship Survey goes along and along, but aside from the contributions 
of a few very helpful individuals, data input from EAC members has been minimal. As I said 
in my original article on the subject, I can gather data slowly myself (15 or 20 new items at 
a local show last weekend, for example), but it will take a long time to say definite things 
about the rarity figures for the large-cent dates in question. 

There may be another way to find some raw data. In Walter Breen's Encyclopedia of United 
States Half Cents (page 38), and again in his November 1 984 P-W article, "Head of Copper, 
Feet of Clay," (Vol. xviii, page 337) Breen mentioned that he attributed over 30,000 
"unpicked" early-date cents in the 50's, in preparation for the publication of Penny Whimsy. 

I should think that easily one-third of those cents could have been of the dates in question for 
my 1801 - 07 survey, and in the study of proportionate survivorship of cent varieties, that 
attribution data could be a tremendous resource today. 

Does anyone know where Breen's attribution information on those 30,000 cents is now? I 
would greatly value the opportunity to make abstracts of 1801 - 07 information from the 
original papers or copies, and am willing to travel some distance to do so (on or near the East 
Coast) if the present owner is not inclined to ship the material away to me for study. The one 
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thing I can't do is pay for access to the data. If any EAC members could guide me in locating 
that information, I'd be grateful and the 1801 - 07 project would be much closer to yielding 
some conclusions.

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THE NOYES PROJECT: AN APPRECIATION

1 have had the pleasure of participating in an ongoing project that has been spearheaded by Bill 
Noyes, that now encompasses something over 7 years since a few of us decided to "help out". 
The time and expense that Bill has expended to expand our collective knowledge of this Early 
Copper "thing" is absolutely astounding. 

First came the pictures (and some of the politics), but the young numismatists who will have 
access to the fruit produced as time goes by will certainly find them invaluable; and the members 
of EAC taken as a whole can easily benefit by using them. Once the pictures became sufficient, 
the effort of producing two volumes of Condition Census quality photos in book form has produced 
a product that can/will be enjoyed by generations to come. 

Now comes a less appreciated (my perception) volume of data that is staggering, not only by 
its concept, but by its content. 

Bill Noyes has expended the effort to produce/write a description for virtually every Condition 
Census piece by variety (and several pieces not even in CC territory), that rivals any of the auction 
descriptions created by firms interested in offering them to the general numismatic public. 

Just think about it - a full written description of each piece, describing the Condition (Choice, 
Average & Scudzy), the Sharpness Grade, the Net Grade, the Surfaces, the Color AND a narrative 
describing flaws, problems and/or anything else that you may want to know about the piece. 

You say this isn't enough; you say that you want more? Well, how about the full 
history/bibliography of the piece - not just a pedigree, but where the piece has appeared in 
auctions, whether it was plated (P) or not (NP), and, in most cases, the price realized and / or 
whether it was actually sold (assuming the data available was actually accurate in the first place). 

The effort put forth by Bill is important for the content of data that is now available to the EAC 
membership. Is this article really an advertisement for Bill Noyes? Not really - it's simply my way 
of expressing my thanks to Bill for the monumental effort put forth for the EAC membership as 
a whole. What other possible reason could there be? Could he get rich from his effort? - Think 
about it! The best way that the EAC membership can express their appreciation, is for each 
member to purchase a volume for his or her personal library. It is important that Bill continue the 
project, to complete the additional volumes that will add even more to the wealth of information 
that will become available. 

CQR fought against politics, and over the years, the appreciation that has been shown by 
subscribers to my effort have made it all worthwhile; and Bill can actually complete a 10 year 
project that at its inception was considered (even by collaborators) to be impossible. Well, first 
came the pictures, and now the written word. 

Did I say "complete"? - well, it will never be complete - as a matter of fact, it will never be 
"right" or fully "accurate". There will always be errors and subsequent corrections, but as the 
years go by, technology will allow for easier and expanded ways to communicate data such as 
that being produced by Bill that will make accuracy and access even easier. 

There is still so much to come - stay tuned - And, thank you. Bill!
